The GOP held only three of 


the 135 seats in the 1967 Gen- 
eral Assembly, and all of those 
were In the House. 


Rockefeller has said he In- 


tends to call a special session 
of the legislature in January, 
and he told his audience here 
that he hoped something could 
be done during the session to 
improve the state Penitentiary 
System. 


"Punishment should never be 


the sole aim of a prison sys- 
tem," he said. "Rehabilitation 
must also be a goal. One of the 
best investments we could make 
now would be to Inititate a good 
parole system." 


Rockefeller supported a bill 


introduced during the last leg- 
islative session that would have 
abolished capital punishment, 
and he has been critical of state 
prison farm operations In gen- 
eral. 


"I could never boast that our 


prison system made money, as 
did my predecessor," he said. 


Rockefeller said he had found 


during his tours of the state

Post Office 
Wants Public 
to Use lips 
Hope residents will have an 


opportunity to easily put ZIP in- 
to their mail in late September. 
Postmaster Brannan reported to- 
day. 


During the last half of Septem- 


ber, the post office will deliver 
to every householder a kit of eight 
postal cards which can be mailed 
back to the post office with ad- 
dresses needing ZIP Codes. Each 
completed card will be sent to 
the post office which services the 
"zipless" address and the pro- 
per code will be added before the 
form is returned to the sender. 


No postage will be needed on 


these cards. 


Each of the eight postal cards In 


the kit will contain a message 
encouraging the general use of 
ZIP Code. There will be a ninth 
card of instructions. All will be 
folded together like a closed ac- 
cordian. There will be perfora- 
tions between each form. In ad- 
dition, another separate card will 
be delivered along with the kit 
which is a reminder of the local 
ZIP Code. 


Last year approximately 75,- 


000 addresses were ZIP Coded 
by the Hope Post Office as part 
of a similar program using only 
one (or two) cards with spaces 
for as many as 13 addresses, 
Postmaster Brannan said. 


Nationally, about eight ad- 


dresses per card were returned 
during the 1966 project. 


The unit cost of entering the 


code onto each card will be less 
than the wystem used in 1966 
because no look-up will be neces- 
sary. Every card in the final 
post office will need the same 
code, so an inexperienced clerk 
will be able to eimply stamp it 
on the card and send the form 
on its return journey. 


On an average day, between 


175 and 250 million new pieces 
of mall enter the postal system. 
It is not expected that more than 
10 million of the Zip-A-List cards 
will be in the system at any one 
time during the peak periods of 
mailing. Since they will be hand- 
led essentially as ordinary pos- 
tal cards, there will be no bur- 
den or dislocation of service. 


"The ultimate result will be 


an improvement in service,"

General Lawrence 


F. O'Brien has said about the pro- 
ject.

A Couple of Notes 
on Highway Safety; 
For France Alone 


H 


ere are a couple of notes 
on highway safety— one for 
pedestrians, the other for 


drivers: 


One of the best cautions to 


pedestrians on how to cross a 
street or 
highway is the old 


familiar: 


Look to your left until you get 


to the road's centerline— then 
look to the right. If something 
hits you it won't be because you 
didn't see it coming . . . 


This one is for drivers. Traf- 


fic is heavy and the pace is slow. 
But a hole opens up ahead of the 
truck you are trailing and so you 
pull out to go around it. Just then 
a fast oncoming car looms ahead 
and you think about scrambling 
back to safety in the spot be- 
hind the truck you just left— but 
the unwary driver behind you has' 
moved up and closed the hole I 


This is one of the unwritten 


rules of the road: When the man 
ahead of you pulls out of your lane 
to pass don't close up the hole un- 
til you are sure he has gotten 
around safely. If you do, you risk 
having him sideswipe you as the 
alternative to a headon collision. 


The French republic aims to go

RICHMOND. Va. (AP) - Spo- 


radic rockthrowing by Negro 
youths occurred early today out- 
side the Richmond city jail, 
where Black Power firebrand 
H. Rap Brown is being held. 


The incident ended quickly, 


however, without arrests or in- 
juries, authorities said. 


In Alexandria, about 100 miles 


north of Richmond, authorities 
said Thursday they're afraid 
they 
couldn't protect 
Brown 


from possible assassination at- 
tempts if he were returned from 
Richmond. 


The predictions of attempts on 


Brown's life came as his attor- 
ney, Philip J. Hirschkop went to 
court to demand that the prison- 
er be jailed in Alexandria. 


Hirschkop said keeping his 


client behind bars in Richmond 
deprived 
Brown of adequate 


right to counsel. 


Brown's attorneys temporari- 


ly blocked Wednesday his extra- 
dition to Maryland, where the 
chairman of the Student Nonvi- 
olent Coordinating Committee 
faces charges of inciting to riot 
and inciting to arson. The sep- 
arate felony charges grew out of 
rioting in Cambridge, Md., in 
late July following Brown's ad- 
dress to a large Negro crowd.

in the Mekong delta was a com- 
panion unit to the hard-core 
514th Battalion which lost 134 
dead in the same area only two 
days before. That outfit had 
gone into battle with new green 
fatigues and jaunty red scarves, 
indicating its elite status. 


The battle today broke out 


shortly after dawn as a battal- 
ion of the U. S. 9th Infcntry Di. 
vision disembarked from gun- 
boats that pushed up the Rach 
Ba River, which flows sluggish- 
ly into the Mekong. 


As the infantrymen hit the 


beach they were struck by fire 
from machine guns atUT recoil- 
less rifles. The Navy gunboats 
opened up with cannon and mor- 
tar fire. 


A second American battalion 


moved up in support and a third 
battalion swept into blocking po- 
sitions just to the north, putting 
some 2,000 Americans on the 
battlefield. 


Jet planes from bases barely 


10 minutes away began to rake 
the guerrilla 
battalion with 


bombs and rockets, churning 
the delta mud and ripping apart 
the bamboo stands where the 
Reds sought cover.
